We desire to call the attention of con- 
gress to the fact that the necessity of es- 
tablishing a system of national quaran- 
tine is quite as important to the people 
of the south—and, for the matter of that, 
to the people of the whole country—as 
‘any legislation now demanding the con- 
sideration of the federal legislature. 
After the passage of the appropriation 
bills the legislation necessary to the 
adoption of a quarantine system at once 
rivid and stringent should take prece- 
dence. Such a system is a necessity, and 
there should be no delay in perfecting 
and adopting it. The bill which passed 
the last congress towards the close of the 
session provides merely fora board of 
health, the functions of which are ad- 
visory only. (It will result in no good 
whatever, cither to the districts likely to 
be afflicted with epidemics or to the 
country at large. The appointments re- 
cently made by Mr. Hayes of members 
of the board are, as fet as we know, 
altogether innocent of any practical 
knowledge of yellow fever, and their ad- 
vice, under the circumstances, is not 
likely to either prevent or cure the plague. 
The quarantine bill which passed the 
senate and failed in the house made pro- 
vision for the establishment and main- 
tenance of a rigid quarantine at all sea- 
ports, without interfering, however, with 
the quarantine of ports where the local 
arrangements are strict and satisfactory.

That report recom- 
mended the appointment of a sanitary 
commission with enlarged powers. The 
' duties of this commission include an in- 
telligent oversight of all the tropical 
ports during the summer months; the 
deglaration of a discriminating quaran- 
tine only against ports notoriously infect- 
ed, regulated in character and duration 
by the actual facts obtained by the com- 
mission; the thorough cleansing, disin- 
fecting and refrigeration of every vessel 
arriving from yellow fever ports during 
the summer months; and the sanitary 
surveillance, for thirty days after landing, 
of all persons coming from tropical ports 
and remaining in the city. Physicians 
should be compelled, under heavy penal- 
ties, to report the slightest sickness among 
such passengers, and so soon as yellow 
feyer is diagnosed by experts, measures 
for the immediate suppression of the dis- 
ease should be adopted. It-is absolutely 
essential to the safety of the inhabitants 
of exposed ports and districts, and to the 
business interests of the country, that 
‘some such system of national quaran-
